Science has not been able to dupli- 
cate all the good characteristics of 
wool in any one synthetic fibre, Some 
of these fibres feel like wool; others 
look like wool; while others do not 
resemble wool in character or use. 
Nevertheless, the wool grower must 
now compete with these new syn- 
thetic fibres, as well as the older 
fibres such as cotton and linen, in a 
restricted civilian market. If Cana- 
dian wool is to continue to hold its 
share of the market, the quality of
